Cookery 


In the normal mixed diet 
Most of the protein is obtained 
trom meat, fish, eggs, cheese and 
milk. > 

In a vegetarian diet, however 
where meat is eliminated the 
Frotein must be obtained from 
dairy products, eggs and veget- 
ales. In certain strict vegetar- 
ian diets no animal products at 
ail are eaten and so all protein 
must be obtained from .veget- 
ables such as cereals pulses and 
nits. 


Vegetarian or meatless dishes 
are mostly bulky foods so it is 
possible that the quantity taken 
may satisfy hunger without 
providing the amount of necess- 
ary protein required for growth 
and replacement of worn out 
tissues. For this ‘reason it is wise 
to follow th® rules listed be. 
sow: 

. Eat constantly a wide variety 
of ali vegetables, nuts and pulse 


.toods such aS peas, beans jhari- 


cot beans, lima beans, soya beans 
and lentils. 

When making. puddings, cakes, 
pastries and breads use soya 
bean flour and starch reduced 
tlour. These are higher than 
ordinary types in their propor. 
tion of protein. 


Grate cheése and niits finely. 
‘They are more easily digested. 

Season and flavor foods well, 
pétause pulses and cereals are 
insipid by themselvés. A little 
curry powder here and mustard 
there makes all the difference 
to the acceptability of a dish. 


Meatless dishes usually take 
more time and forethought to 
prepare than meat dishes. They 
must /be made tempting pnd 
stimulating to correspond with 
thé flavor and extractives otf 
Meat. Gravies are thus made 
with vegetabale extractives; or 
vegetable water. ; 
Agar agar (from Jaanese sea- 
weed) can be used in place of 
gelatine.

SPLIT PEA SOUP 
Ingredients: 

§ cups water 

1 cup split green peas 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 onion, chopped 

4 teaspoon pepper 

1 celery stalk, chopped 

1 large can (14, oz) evapor- 

ated milk 
Method: 

Boil the water in a large 
kettle. Add the green peas, salt, 
pepper, onion and celery. Cover 
and simmer for two hours stirr- 
ing occasionally so the peas won't 
Stick to the bottom of the pan. 
Add evaporated milk and heat 
but do not boil. Add additional 
seasoning if necessary. If the 
soup is too thick for your taste 
aud more milk.
